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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1898,  I  would  commence  by  saying  that  I 
have  estimated  the  population  of  the  distri(5f — up  to  the 
middle  of  last  year — at  15,500. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  was  281  ;  viz,  158  males  and 
123  females,  giving  a  death  rate  for  the  year  of  18-12  per  1,000.

The  deaths  registered  from  zymotic  diseases  were  53, 
giving  a  death  rate  from  this  cause  at  3-41  per  1,000  ;  in  the 
deaths  from  zymotic  causes  I  have  again  included  those  from 
Diarrhoea,  Whooping  Cough,  Measles  and  Influenza,  none  of 
which  diseases  are  scheduled  under  the  Notification  of  Diseases 
Act.

The  second  part  of  my  report  on  the  Table  marked  B  deals 
with  new  cases  of  infeifiious  sickness.  From  this  table  it 
will  be  seen  that  70  cases  were  reported  to  me  during  the  year 
under  the  Notification  of  Diseases  Act. 

No  case  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever, 

Only  seventeen  cases  were  reported  to  me  during  the  year 
and  no  death  occurred  from  this  cause. 

Typlioid  Fever. 

Sixteen  cases  occurred  during  the  year.  In  only  one  in¬ 
stance  was  the  water-supply  at  fault,  the  water  being  obtained 
from  a  well  which  was  immediately  closed.  One  death  was 
reported  from  this  cause. 

Erysipelas. 

Twenty-five  cases  with  one  death  were  registered  during  the 
twelve  months. 

Membranous  Croup.  Three  cases,  all  ending'  fatally,  occurred.  After  a  most 


searching  enquiry  in  each  instance,  no  assignable  cause  could 
be  made  out. 

Diphtlieria. 

No  case  was  reported  under  this  head. 

Measles. 

Twenty  -  four  deaths  were  registered  during  the  twelve 
months.  The  number  of  cases  which  occurred  in  the  early 
spring,  and  up  to  the  middle  of  the  year  was  very  great.  I 
could  not  even  approximately  arrive  at  the  number  of  cases 
which  occurred — the  disease  not  being  scheduled  under  the 
Notification  Act.  As  the  Council  will  remember,  the  schools 
throughout  the  district  were  closed,  and  a  special  report  was 
made  by  me  on  the  epidemic ;  a  copy  of  which  was  forwarded 
to  the  Local  Government  Board.

From  this  cause  three  deaths  were  registered.  The  disease 
was  somewhat  prevalent  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Fifty-eight  deaths  were  reported  from  these  causes. 

Fourteen  deaths  were  registered  from  diarrhoea;  all  occurring 
in  children  under  five  years. 

This,  I  am  glad  to  say,  has  been  good  in  quality,  and 
abundant  in  quantity. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  your  Council  have  not  moved  in 
this  matter  since  my  last  report,  and  would  earnestly  urge  the 
Council  to  provide  at  once  one  of  the  most  essential  things  for 
the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious  disease. 

A^’hen  the  combined  scheme— for  which  the  County  Council 
called  a  meeting  at  Swadlincote  during  the  year,  to  hear  objec¬ 
tions  from  neighbouring  authorities  who  might  be  opposed  to 
it — will  be  carried  out,  there  is  no  evidence  to  show ;  but  of  its 
necessity  there  can  be  no  doubt. 

Many  complaints  were  made  during  the  year  of  the  smell 
from  the  road  ventilators,  and  extra  flushing  chambers  were 
provided  by  the  Council,  which  considerably  abated  the 
nuisance. 

Several  cases  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  the 
nuisances  abated. 

This,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report,  has  been  more  satis¬ 
factorily  performed  since  the  Council  have  taken  the  matter 
under  their  own  control. 

I  have  made  several  periodic  and  systematic  inspections 
of  the  district,  including  the  cowsheds,  dairies,  and  slaughter¬ 
houses,  and  by  monthly  reports  and  otherwise,  informed  you 
as  to  the  health  of  the  district.  No  case  of  diseased  meat  or 
fish  was  offered  for  sale ;  no  occasion  arose  to  take  proceedings 
under  the  Adulteration  of  Foods  Act ;  or  in  the  matter  of 
offensive  trades,  bakehouses  and  workshops.
